Chinese daily 
newspaper was established in Hongkong to ad. 
vocate the views of tha Reform Party. _ Its 
nome is the Shai Kat Aung Yik Po (The 
World's News), and it is printed ond published 
-in Gough Street. Since the inception of this 
newspaper it has made itsclf a force both in 
Hongkong and China, espocintly in Canton, to 
which some 1,500 copies woro being despatched 
daily up tilla week ago, From iirat (o lust the 
journo) bas been bold and outspoken in its ad, 
vooaoy of tho principles of Reform; its artioles 
nevertheless have been marked. by o breadth | 
of tone and o solidity of reasoning that have 
appealed, it is said, evon to many Chincso 
who do not belong to the’ party of which 
it ia the mouthpiece, This wus the 
position of mattors until about ton days ago. 

It should be said that The Word's Newa is 
run by 8 company duly registered In Hongkong, 
and that there is a diroctorate controlling the 
general business of tho company. Among tho 
direotors aro mon of all shudes of Reform beliof, 
mild ond violont. Whon tho concern was ect 
agoing the general principle was laid down that 
tho paper was to be the apostlo of Reform, 
nothing apparently havisg beon stipulated as j 
to the extent to which this apostlesbip-shonld 
go. In other words, the directors, as in other 
nowspaper companies, wera to ba the business 
managora, leaving the tone of tho paper's policy, 
which atrendy had beon ganorally resolved upon, 
to the discrotien of the aditor..- Nothing was 
more natural than that the man solectod for this 
responsible position should be ono whoso writ- 
toga had alroady- made him and bis viows 
known to the porsous who choso him. Such was

A Chinese gentleman who hod worked and 
written for many yoars in tha canso, and who 
wou then in Japan, . was invited to take the } 
sitnation of editor-in-chief, Ho did so, His 
personal views woro perfectly well known to 
the directoruts, for thoy had boon frequently 
enough expresiod,” and it was not surprisiog 
that the journal soon began to bo a reflex of the 
man, He was a vigoronoa writer.
